Machine Was. Under Perfect 


Control, 
But Slight 


Break Occurred 


San Francisco, May 3.—Dr. Greth 


tried to make a trip to San Jose in 
his airship, but after traveling about 
five miles some slight disarrange- 
ment of the machinery was discov- 
ered and the voyager was forced to 
make a landing. Dr. Greth was ac- 
companied by Engineer 
Frederick 


Belcher. 
Dr. Gretb. was 
satisfied 


•with the results of this experimental 
flight. He wont up nt 8:10 a. m. 


When the rope was cast off Dr. 


Greth let his machine rise and then 
made a circular figure about a quar- 
ter of a mile in circumference. It 
was evident to those below that he 
had the machine under control, for he 
circled around, stopped the engines 
and started them again, and then 
started off to the south at ,a high 
speed. 
Everything went well until 


the ship was over 
Blankenship's 


six-mile house, on the San Bruno 
road. 
It was then going rapidly

San Jose, but 
something 


went wrong 
with the machinery, 


which caused the airsh ip to stop. 
The inventor and the engineer tried 
to adjust the break and then after 
a pause the fans were started going 
and the ship began to descend.

They iknow tho value of alfalf-a 
in many of the countries in Europu 
and a friend of mine who was trav- 
eling and visiting int Switzerland 
last summer s<iid -they grow it there. 
They do not let their co'ws on. pasture, 
but out their feed, and my 
friend 


said they cut alfalfa eight times in 
a season for green, feed. It is very 
nutritious nnd easily -dlg-estc-d 
and 


tho amount produced en rich lawd is 
enormous. The claim lias been made 
that one acre would produce enough 
green and dry feed to keep a cow n 
year.

.Tho yntold Suffering and Expousa 


Which tho Liquor Traffic En- 


tails Upon the Country. 


One of the most Interesting sec- 


tions of the report of tho state com- 
mission of prisons which has just been 
inailo public is that In which tho com- 
mission criticizes tho ordinary meth- 
od of dealing with drunkenness. "Dur- 
ing the pant year," tho report says, 
"there were 28 619 commitments to 
jails and 3,315 to the penitentiaries 
for intoxication, making a total of 
32,134 commitments for the single of- 
fonse of drunkenness.. The .total com- 
mitments during the year for all of- 
fenses to tho penal institutions o£ the 
state were 102,581. Thus it appears 
that nearly one-third of all commit- 
ments during the year were for intox- 
ication. These figures do not include 
many thousand other convictions for, 
the same offense punished by a fine 
which was paid before commitment. 


It is well known that many thou- 


sands are arrested annually for this 
offense, 
convicted, 
fined 
and 
dis- 


charged without imprisonment. There 
arc no figures at hand showing 'the 
number of these, but giving them a 
reasonable estimate it would appear 
that one-half of the convictions in the 
criminal courts of the state are for 
this single offense. While it is not to 
be supposed that each conviction rep- 
resents a distinct personality, as re- 
peated commitments arc 
frequently 


made of the same individual, it Is 
nevertheless true that tho taxpayers 
of tlie state are annually subjected to 
largo expense In the arrest and re- 
ar rest of persons charged with this 
offense. 


Much of the time of our criminal 


courts is occupied in their trial, and 
about one-half the expanse of main- 
taining our jails, penitentiaries nnd 
workhouse.1} is caused by tho main- 
iciiHiic.e or this clusii of 
offenders, i 


Many of these offenders arc laboring 
men having familiar 
depending on 


them for support, and, except .when 
under the influence or liquor, ii.ro lion- 
csl, and 
industrious, providing for 


their families. When such :i inim is 
fined nnd imprisoned his family suf- 
fers rnMifir than himself. 


Then, ngnfn, the 
punishment in- 


flicted Is often unequal. Tlio man of 
means pays a fine find suffers no in- 
con vomcnca, while 
tho poor 
man. 


whcUipr ho pays a fine or goes to 
prison, brings privation to his family. 
Whmi n man is intoxicated his reason 
Is dcthronod for the time being; he 
may hn harmless or he may be dan- 
porous—a mcnacn Io the 
safely of 


others. It may bo necessary for tho 
protection of tho public that, be bo 
Inlton Into custody nnd receive treat-

RUSSIANS ARE IN RETREAT 


Storm Fortifications 
and in 


Fierce Charges Drive 


. Back Muscovites. 


Tokio, May 2.—7 a. m.—After ftva 


days of fighting, largely with artill- 
ery, the firs't Japanese army, under 
General Kuroki, has forced a crossing 
of the Yalu river, and Sunday morn* 
ing, with a gallant infantry charge 
covering a frontage of four miles, It 
drove the Russians from Chiu-Tien- 
Cheng and the heights on the right 
bank of the Iho, or Aida, river, which 
enters the Yalu from the north al- 
most opposite Yiju. 


The Japanese turned the left flank 


of the Russian position and In the 
battle of Sunday thoy swept away tlw 
new front interposed by the Russians 
to check their onward movement. 


The present position of the Japa- 


nese Is a dominating one and they 
may force the abandonment of the 
defenses erected by the Russians at 
Antung and other points lower down 
the river. 


• KILLED AND WOUNDED 1,500. 


A supplemental report just received 


from General Kuroki covering Sun- 
day's fighting, says: "The Russians 
made 
two stands. 
The 
enemy's 


strength included all the Third di- 
vision, two regiments of the Sixth 
division, one cavalry brigade, about 
forty quick-tiring 
guns and eight 


machine guns. 
. We have taken 


twenty-eight 
quick-firing 
guns, 


many rifles, much ammunition, more 
than twenty officers and many non- 
commissioned 
officers and men as 


prisoners. I am informed that Lieu- 
tenant General Sassulitch, command- 
er of the second Siberian nrany corps, 
and Major Kanhtalinsky were wound- 
ed. 
Our 
casualties 
number about 


700 and the Russians' loss is more 
than 800 men." 


BEGIN BATTLE SUNDAY. 


A bridge across the main stream 


of the Yalu river above Wiju was 
completed nt 8 o'clock Saturday night 
and the Second Japanese division and 
tho imperial guards immediately be- 
g'an crossing. 
They advanced and 


occupied the hills back of Koaan, Cue- 
ing the Russian position on tho right 
bank of ,tho river. All through Sat- 
urday night regiment after regiment 
of Japanese soldiers pourod across 
the bridge and at a late hour Satur- 
day night General Kuroki telegraph- 
ed to tho general staff of tho army: 
"I will attack the enemy on May 1 
at dawn." 


True to his promise, General Kuro- 


ki at daylight centered all his ar- 
tillery on the Russian position be- 
tween Chiu-Tieii-Cheng and Yoshoko. 
To this fire tho Russians made reply 
with all their batteries. 


At 7 o'clock in the morning the 


Russian battery at Yokosho was sil- 
enced and half an hour later Genera! 
Kuroki ordered his line, stretching 
for four miles, to attack. 
The Japa- 


nese infantry on the word of com- 
mand charged across the Iho, wad- 
ing that stream breast deep, and be- 
gan storming the heights at fifteen 
minutes past 8. 


At 9 o'clock they had swept the 


Russian line back across the plateau. 


The reports of this fighting, wh'cb 


have been received here, do not indi- 
cate whether 
the Russians retired 


down the river or In the direction oE 
Fcng-Huan-Cheng, on the road to 
Liao-Yang. 
DRIVE RUSSIANS FROM ISLAND. 


General Kuroki began the move- 


ment Tuesday by ordering R detach- 
ment of the imperial guards division 
to seize the island of Kurito, which 
is in the Ynlu above Wiju, and a de- 
tachment of the Second division to 
seize the island of Klnteito, which 
is situated below Wiju. 


The detachment 
of tho 
imperial 


guards met with some resistance, but 
it succeeded In clearing the enemy 
out and occupied Kurito Island. The 
Russians abandoned the island 
of 


Kinteito when attacked by the de- 
tachment of the Second division. 


The actual losses sustained by the 


detachment of the imperial guards 
is not known, as there is an error 
in, that part of the message received 
here referring to the number killed, 
but nine of the detachment were se- 
verely and sixteen slightly wounded. 
The detachment of the Second divi- 
sion -which took the island of Kin- 
teito sustained no losses. 
. OPEN FIRE WITH BIG GUNS. 


During these movements on the 


islands the Russians opened flre on 
the Japanese with eight 9^-cenU- 
meter guns from a hill behind Chtu- 
Tien-Ching and two Hotchkiss guns 
which were mounted on tho bank of 
the river at Kosan, where the Rus- 
fllans seemed to have. established 
their headquarters. 
Tho battery of 


Japanese artillery which had taken 
a position 
on a hill to the east of 


Wi-Ju fired three volleys at Kosan 
nnd at noon of Tuesday the Russian 
batteries 
behind 
Chlu-Tien-Cheng 


shelled Wi-Ju, wounding one Japa- 
ne,se soldier with shrapnel. 


On Wednesday the Russians 
re- 


sumed tho bombardment of Wi-Ju, 
firing at intervals throughout 
the 


day. The Japanese artillery did not 
respond to this flre. 


General Kuroki had received re- 


ports to the-effect that the Russians 
were fortifying the heights on the 
right bank of the Tho river. These 
new defenses were declared to ex- 
tend from Chiu-Tlen-Cheng through 
the village of Makao to Koshoki, a 
distance of three and a quarter miles. 


SHELL PARTY. 


The Russians resumed their bom- 


bardment on Thursday, but it was 
generally ineffective. 
Subsequently 


General Kuroki ordered two compa- 
nies of the imperial guards to cross 
the Yalu . and make a reconnolsance 
along tho left bank of the Tho for 
the purpose of discovering the char- 
acter of the Russinn fortifications 
along the heights on the right bank 
of the river. . The "Japanese force 
advanced 
toward Kosan and then 


dispatched a small detachment to the 
village, where a party of Russians 
•were encountered. 
In the engage- 


ment which followed five Russians 
were killed. 
The Russians shelled 


the reconnoitering party from an em- 
placement in tho hills in the south- 
east part of Yoshoko. Tills flre was 
without effect. 


The Russian artillery on the hill 


behind Chiu-Tien-Cheng, firing at a 
high angle, opened on Wi-Ju, the 
island of Kurito aud Seikodo, to the 
south of Wi-Ju, where some Japa- 
nese batteries had taken position. 
Tills firing continued into Thursday 
night and General Kuroki reports 
that, while it -was ineifective, it dis- 
turbed his preparations for nil attack. 
The Russians resumed the shelling 
of Wi-Ju Friday, but the Japanese 
guns did not reply. 
WHOLE ARMY CROSSES RIVER.
